And who 
knows but there may befuch bodies growing on the rocks 
at this day, and that the Filhers for Coral may find of them 5 
tho being of no ufe they negleft and caft them away, Ccrraia

There are great holes and caverns^ which are made when the 
Iceburftsj which happens at all times, but efpecially in the 
Dog-days4. Hunters do there hang up their game they take

Very little of the furface mths in fummer, and all frccEeih a- 
gain io the night* ^ When the Sun fhineth, there is fcen fuch 
a variety of colors as in a Prifm. 

E. is a rivokr, ifEimg forth from under the Ice, which is 
pretty deep and extreamlycold* 

C* are the Hut ts^ihat were built at the-bcgiening. st ?. con- ■ 
liderable diftgnce from the Moiintaio^ bi^-r at pr?f nt they 
^^re nigh to it by rcafcn of the coniiriual incieale m-'hich this 
Icemaketh. 

There is fuch an other Mciintaio near Gep^eva md \ipcn the 
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Alpes. A cef taiD Capucin told mc^he had beeo upon thie high 
eft of thcfe mountaios with a Trader ia Cryftal,who havia g 
drivea his hamtncr into ooe of thefe Rocks^ and fouod it ho 1- 
low and rcfonant 5 made a hole into it, and thence dre w 
forth a fubftance like T^% which to him was a figothere 
wasGryftal. After which he made a great hole with Gun- 
powder^aod found Rock cryftal ink.
